• BUDAPEST. Hungary, (AP) — 
Hungary today ordered two Unit- 
ed States diplomats to leave this 
country within 24 hours, labelling 
them "persona non gratia" (un- 
welcome persons.) 


The note was handed to the 


,5 U. S. legation after the United 


States rejected Hungary's previ- 
ous demand that three members 
of the legation be recalled as plot- 
ters against this country's Com- 
munist government. 


The two 
diplomats 
involved 


must cross the Hungarian border 
into Austria by Friday at 1 p. m. 


The Hungarian note said, that 


Budapest "considers legation sec- 
retary Albert Scherer, Jr., and at- 
f tache Ruth Tryon persona non 


grata and demands that they leave 
the territory of the country with- 
in 24 hours upon receipt of the 
present note." It added that the 
Hungarian government also "con- 
siders undesirable the legation of- 
ficial Mary Eich." 


Miss Eich left 
Budapest last 


week on home leave . The Hun- 
garian note said Miss Eich, now 
staying in Vienna, would not be 


f granted entry any more into Hun- 
*T gary. 


This Is the latest development 


In the diplomatic clash between 
U. S. and Hungary following the 
recent trial of Archbishop Jozsef 
Groesz, who was sentenced to 15 
years in prison as a plotter against 
the government.

There are three marriages every 


minute somewhere in the United 
States,' according to the latest 
statistics of the Institute of Life 
Insurance. 
'.This marriage boom has been 
going on for some time, but the 
big rush in romance followed the 
outbreak of the Korean war last 
summer, just as it did during 
World War 11.

couple of arguments can be offer- 
ed those who believe this country 
should let the rest of the world 
go hang while we keep our troops 
and arms and economic strength 
entirely at home. 


One is the moral and emotional 


appeal. The other is the practical 
kind. The first goes like this: 
We're free and we have a moral 
obligation to help others retain 
their freedom against the attack 
or pressure of Communism. 


Charles E. Wilson, boss of the 


mobilization program, used the 
practical argument in his second 
quarterly report made last night 
to President Truman on the prog- 
ress of mobilization and the prob- 
lems ahead. 


Strength With U. S. 


At this time, Wilson pointed out, 


75 per cent of the industrial pro- 
duction of the world is in the hands 
of the people outside Communism 
while those behind the Iron Cur- 
tain have only 25 per cent of it. 


But if Communism took over 


Europe, then 51 per cent of the 
world's industrial production would 
be under Communism while the 
free peoples, meaning us almost 
alone, whould have only 49 per 
cent. 


At this time 94 per cent of the 


world's crude oil reserves are in 
the hands of the people outside the 
Iron Curtain, while Communism 
has only six per cent.

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Science Takes a Look at Breakfasts And Discovers a Bun Can Be Crucial

NEW YORK—(AP)—A Cinna- 


ptm -bun with raisins has reared 
its-doughy head in scientific cir- 
cles. The result may change break- 
fast habit* from toast to toast. 


The Journal of the American 


Dietetic Association has published 
a caloric little piece called "Ef- 
fect*'of Breakfasts of Different 
Size,; and-Content on Physiologic 
Response of Men," or the adven- 
ture*',of Willie, a cinnamon'bun 
witn'raisins. 
^The article is the result of a 
research project at the State Uni- 
versity of Iowa, where they take 
their.,' breakfasts ccreally. The 
scientists decided to see if a big 
breakfast was more healthful and 
more-productive than an average 
breakfast. 


Before you lose your mind wait- 


ing for the decision, the answer 
is no, it isn't. In fact, there was 
some' evidence that a normal 
j *Mjeakfast gave you more energy 
uiari'a big, sloppy breakfast. 


The bill of fare for the Iowa 


students who guinea-pigged the 
experiment was pretty standard 
stuff. The average-breakfast bat- 
talion ate fruit, cereal, toast, and 
milk. Some had the equivalent 
amount of bacon and eggs instead 
of cereal, with a blob of grape 
jelly to make the two breakfasts 
equal in calories. 


.But the heavy breakfast boys 


had the cinnamon bun with' rais- 
ins, plus a little more cereal (or 
bacon and eggs and grape jelly). 
Calorically speaking, the basic 
breakfast was 750 calories and 
the large economy-size breakfast 
was 1200 calories. 


All the 'guinea pigs went 


through four tests, to see which 
outfit did the best and, conse- 
quently, which breakfast, was best. 
They were tested for neuro-mus- 
cular tremor, choice reaction time, 
blood sugar level and maximum 
work output.

Choice reaction time means the

Somehow, 
the amount of toast and jam 
you've had at 7:30 in the morning 
affect* your mental alertness at 
11. 


Blood sugar level is the level 


of Bugar in the blood, or did you 
know? That, too, is affected by 
your breakfast egg intake. So is 
the amount of work you do dur- 
ing the day. * • • 


Statisticaly, the results are 


rather involved. But.Jhey soft- 
boil down to this: there was -no 
significant difference in the first 
three tests. But in the work- 
output department, 75 per cent 
of the subjects did more work 
with a smaller breakfast. 


With typical scientific reserve 


no conclusions are reached. But 


they are pretty obvious. If you 
insist on wolfing down seven fried 
eggs, four strips of bacon, a bowl 
of mush, a loaf of toast and gen- 
erous quantities of butter, jam, 
sugar, and cream—you might as 
well stay home. You'll be a total 
loss at the office. 


While they were at the busi- 


ness of dishing out breakfasts, 
the Iowa scientists tried to figure 
out if the cereal-eaters were bet- 
ter off than the bacon-and-egg- 
eatera. They concluded that there 
was no difference whatsoever. 
Eat whatever you like, just not 
too much'. 
' Remember all this tomorrow 
morning. Of course, if you over- 
sleep, forget it. At a time like 
that, just grab a cup of coffee, 
and the devil with neuromuscular 
tremor.

The nation's July 4 traffic death 


toll was below the National Safety 
Council's estimated 130 and one 
of the lowest for the holiday in 
several years. Eleven died in Illi- 
nois. 


Cool, rainy and cloudy weather 


on the mid-week holiday cut high- 
way travel in many parts of the 
country. 


The accidental death toll, with 


traffic leading with 91. was 178. 
Two men and one child were killed 
from fireworks. Other accidental 
fatalities included 48 drownings 
and 36 from miscellaneous causes. 
The deaths were reported over a 
30-hour period—from 6 pjn. Tues- 
day night to midnight Wednesday. 


Hundreds were • injured from 


fireworks. At least 15 suffered 
njuries at a firewoks display in 
Cheviot, O.. a Cincinnati suburb,1 
when an aerial bomb 'exploded 
among 10,000 spectators.' 


The traffic death toll compared 


with 84 for last Memorial day, 
which also was on a Wednesday. 
Last year the Independence day 
holiday covered a four-day period 
and the accidental deaths hit a 
record high of 783. The traffic 
toll was 482. 


The country's traffic deaths in 


the first five months this year 
were 13,240, an average of 87 
every 24 hours or 117 for a 30- 
hour period. The flx-e-month total, 
however, covers deaths occurring 
to the injured days, weeks or 
months after the date they were 
injured.

See U. S.-Type Productivity Key 


To Europe's Future 


With bold creativeness, high-placed Americans have 


conceived a positive, challenging plan to meet western Eu- 
rope's problem of how to rearm without wrecking recovery. 
The keynote they have struck is the single one, "produc- 
tivity." 
It is an economist's term, sounding perhaps a little 


deadly. But to U. S. businessmen it has a magic content: it 
means output per man, and stands as the prime measure of 
economic efficiency. Applied to Europe's dilemma, it does 
indeed fire the imagination. 
• 
• • 


What the Americans are saying is simple but it makes 


forceful argument: If Europe cannot afford to sluice off 
much of present production for rearmament, the solution 
then lies in getting more production. From the increase in 
output, rearmament may be fed and there may even be 
enough left over to allow higher civilian consumption. 


Business leaders, EGA officials and others do not pro* 


pose that .tiiis increased production should come from adding 
workers or toiling longer hours. They want it to come from 
higher output per man. In other words, from greater pro- 
ductivity. 


Since this calls for creating new wealth rather than just 


drearily dividing Europe's existing substance, the idea has 
powerful appeal. From this side of the Atlantic, productivity 
is no longer merely a word. It is becoming a crusade. 
• 
• » 


How large the idea bulks in American thinking was ap- 


parent at the recent Lisbon meeting of the International 
Chamber of Commerce. Productivity was the theme of that 
conference. American businessmen were selling it hard to 
their European brethren. Their case sounded convincing. 


Paul G. Hoffman, former ECA head, told the Europeans, 


for example, that with one-fifteenth of the world's land, nat- 
ural resources and population, the United States is able to 
produce a third of all the world's goods and half its manu- 
factured products. The explanation, he said, is productivity, 
• 
• • 


U. S. output per man is about two and a half times 


greater than Europe's. The differences between the two con- 
tinents in this field do not revolve, however, about simple 
worker efficiency. Everything concerned with production is 
a factor—use of power, dependence on machinery, plant lay- 
out, management techniques. 
. 
• 
• 
• 


Hoffman believes power and machinery deficiencies are 


the chief handicaps. Others put a lot of stress on need for 
more enlightened management. Western Europe is now 
producing at a rate of $170 billions a year. Key Americans 
are sure $100 billions could be added, to that in 10 years, 
largely through boosts in productivity. 


Since 1900, America has hiked its productivity about 2 


per cent a year, and this is regarded everywhere as a re- 
markable performance. ' Today's bright dream for Europe 
calls for gains in excess of 6 per cent for the next decade. 


U. S. leaders nevertheless say it can be done. They point 


out that America's productivity advance has been much 
sharper than 2 per cent at certain times, especially during 
the two great wars. They observe, too. that Europe can 
draw upon the 'great reservoir of productivity "know-how" 
already built up in this country.

Scientist Raises Worms; Seeks 
Way to Treat Soliistosomiasis

raising worms to try to wipe out 
a disease afflicting- 144,000.000 
people. 


That is about one out of every 


15 persons alive on this earth. 


Yet you probably never heard 


of the disease. It is called sohis- 
tosmlasia. It is prevalent in Puerto 
Rico. South America and the 
Orient. In some areas of Africa 
and Egypt 80 per cent of the 
population have it, and in acute 
casea it is often fatal. 


Look* Like Dodger 


The villains are tropical worms 


known as schlstosomes. Under a 
small power microscope a female 
worm looks like a miniature, over- 
ripened banana. The male worm 
looks like a Brooklyn Dodger base- 
ball fan with his team trailing 
8-to-l in the 9th inning—bent over 
and pale.. 


The scientist fighting them is 


Dr. Redginal Hewitt, at 40 one 
of the great'worm men of the 
"century. Several years ago, after 
testing more than 1,000 prepara- 
tions, he perfected the drug hetra- 
zan, newest weapon against an- 
other 
age 
old tropical worm 


scourge—elephantiasis. 


Only Drop In Rocket 


"So far we've spent $200.000 in 
the last three years and tried 


some 5,000 different compounds 
looking for something to whip 
schistosomiasis—and that may be 
only a drop in the bucket," Hewitt 
said cheerfully. "All we've got so 
far are a few interesting leads— 
but we'll find the answer." 


The task is made more difficult 


by the complicated life cycle of 
the xchistosomes. They are para- 
sites which require two hosts— 
usually human beings and a cer- 
tain kind of small water snail. 


The cycle: 


Camen Hemorrhage* 


The worm embryos hatch In the 


snails and escape into the water. 
Human beings are infected by 
drinking the .water or bathing in 
it. The worms mature In the body 
and their eggs pierce blood vessels, 
often 
causing internal hemor- 


rhages. After being discharged by 
the body, the eggs whip'through 
creeks In search of another lary, 
hospitable snail In which to con- 
tinue their cycle. 


Dr. Hewitt's way of short-cut- 


ting his attack of th* problem 
has been to use white mice in- 
stead of human beings as the pri- 
mary hosts for the worms. It U 
easier and safer to test compounds 
with them. 


His 20,000 snails and 25.000 


white mice—the mice coat 2C cents 
each and he wears out 800 a week 
—are housed in the giant Lfderle 
laboratories here, some 30 miles 
from Manhattan.

Q—Has the medical profession 


discovered how long the virus of 
polio* lives?

A—No. Just where the virus 


got* between epidemics Is still a 
mystery. 
• • • 


Q—In your opinion, does the 


elimination of all starches and 
sweets from the diet tend to build 
up some resistance to polio in the 
individual? 
Mrs. M.C. 


A—There IK little or no reason 


to believe that it dot*. Polio seems 
to attack well-nourished and poor- 
ly-nourished alike. Good scientific 
evidence that the diet Influences 
susceptibility to polio la lacking. 
*

Q—What is the incubation peri- 


od of polio? 
S.L. 


A—The time between when the 


virus enters the system and the 
appearance of the first symptoms 
voric* betwen four days and two 
weeks, according to present evl- 
de!"*e.

'Q—Why isn't there a serum 


which can be given, to prevent 
polio* 
R.C.P. 


A—There have been many at- 


tempts to produce a preparation 
which would build up resistance to 
thl» disease. The best possibility is 
probably a vaccine made from the 
virus \\hich cause* the dlheaw-'. 
Howcxer, MI far many difficulties 
have arisen Including the fact that 
there are probably several kinds of 
polio viruses. Building up immu- 
nity to one does not mean that 
there Is resistance to the other 
form*.

Q—How do you feel about chil- 


dren going in swimming during the 
polio season? 
• 
C.R. 


A—There is no real polio "sea- 


son." In an ordinary year there 
Ncems no good reason to keep 
youngster* out of the \vat«r just 
on account of this vague fear. If a 
community has a lot of cases of 
polio in ft the problem is somewhat 
different. Opinion Heems to be di- 
vided on the question under these 
circumstance*; even though the 
evidence of spread of polio from 
Kvvlniniing is conflicting, I should 
keep my own children out of a 
pool If there was a good deal of 
polio around.* * * 


Q—Is It really true that polio Is 


not an important cause of death? 


I can hardly believe it. 


Mrs. P.L.H. 


A—Any cause of death is a 


tragedy and to be avoided. There 
are, however, fewer deaths from 
polio than from whooping cough, 
measles, or scarlet fever, none of 
which causes nearly as much alarm 
as polio. 
• » • 


Q—My little boy's tonsils should 


come out. Is there any danger from 
polio if they are removed in the 
summer? 
Mrs. B.F. 


A—Summer Is usually a pretty 


good time to remove the tonsils. 
The only reason for not doing so 
is if there Is an unusual amount of 
polio in that particular commu- 
nity. Most students of polio believe 
that operations of this nature are 
undesirable under such circum- 
stance* although some doctor* are 
not convinced that even this brings 
any unusual risks.

a gambling bid, based on a long 
suit and a side entry or two. 


Poor West was up against It 


His broken spade suit and hla only 
moderately strong hand were not 
enough to spur him to action. He 
passed, fearing-that his partner 
(who had already passed), might 
have a pretty poor hand. 


East could do nothing when his 


t;irn oame, He had passed origi- 
nally and could hardly barf e out 


at the level of four. He knew hih 
partner had something or other, 
but he felt he could not start try- 
ing to find a fit if his partner had 
been unable to act independently. 


West led the seven of spades, 


and Stayman rolled in the first 
nine tricks with the king of spades 
and eight clubs. Needless to say, 
great was the moaning and groan- 
ing thereat. Dunng the place East 
and West realized what they had 
been talked out of. 


In the other room the South 


player opened with a modest bid 
of one club. The opponents got to 
six spades, and 
South 
finally 


passed in the hope of setting them. 
Needless to say, six spades was ful- 
filled with ease. In fact, all 13 
tricks were won. 


The score for the slam was 1,460 


points. In the first room a score of 
400 points was made on the North- 
South cards. Hence the Stayman 
team won 1,860 points on this one 
hand alone. 


Incidentally, I should point out 


that a bid of three no-trump is 
sound on a long sut and a prayer 
only if you have another way to 
show a balanced hand of tremen- 
dous power. Stayman and his 
team-mates have such a method. 
They open with two clubs and 
make a jump rcbld In no-trump. It 
works well, but should be used only 
by experts in partnerships of long 
standing.

A prisoner was stabbed to death as he lay asleep in the yarPin 


daylight. A waiter, also a prisoner, was reported to have done this 
as his reply to criticism of the stew which had been served at lunch. 
The criticism of the stew seems to have been physical. Still another 
convict was beaten up by a guard and his jaw was broken. 


The sheriff of the parish is a 


character named Ted Martin who 
once slugged Governor Long and, 
more recently, made a personal 
threat against a member of the 
•committee" and ran him off the 
investigation for the time being. 
He has overall responsibility for 
law enforcement in the parish, in- 
cluding jurisdiction over the 17,000 
acres of the prison farms and 
compounds. Martin had a sudden 
attack of official* responsibility 
when a nurse employed in the 
prison told the committee how 
easy it was to buy narcotics from 
the inmates and, to prove it, went 
out and bought some and plunked 
it down for the honorable mem- 
bers to see. The sheriff then ar- 
rested her for illegal possession of 
narcotics.

The nurse is Miss Mary Mar- 


garet Daughtrey. She is a native 
of Ireland. There is a rumor that 
she studied to become a Catholic 
nun but abandoned that intention. 
Miss Daughtrey denied this—a lit- 
tle heatedly, I thought—on the 
ground th'at any question on this 
point was an invasion of her pri- 
vacy. Nevertheless, the belief cer- 
tainly is held by some and she ap- 
pears to be a woman of unusual 
courage and devotion to sick and 
desperate humanity. It seems hard 
to imagine a more depressing and 
trying post of duty than the one 
which Miss Daughtrey held for 
seven and one-half years at An- 
gola. She is now on private duty 
in Baton Rouge, and seems fed up 
with prison work, if only because 
;t has been impossible to do any 
thing for the victims of the sys- 
tem beyond little day by day as- 
suagements. 


The horrible despair of the 7,000 


inmates, most of them Negroe*, 
has 
been emphasized by Miss 


Daughtrey and the committee. On 
entering, they are not told what 
the rules are and may find them- 
selves guilty of infractions which 
land them in horror camps. 
In 


one of these they sleep in wooden 
double-deck bunks on the wooden 
second-story of a fire-trap build- 
ing, with a screen locked over the 
stairwell at night, like an old-time 
battle-grating on a man o' war. 
Unshaded lights glare all night 
and radios play much of the time. 


The 
committee 
apparently 


meant to say that the bunks were 
lousy but faltered into simpering 
euphemisms. 


Miss Daughtrey reported that 


one young prisoner who consulted 
the Catholic chaplain was slugged 
three blows on the head with a 
hickory bat and more blows over 
the arms and body as punishment. 
He and others also told of beatings 
of prisoners by means of a leather 


strap four inches wide, a quarter- 
inch thick and five or six feet 
long. 


One case was related of a Negro 


prisoner who was spread-eagled 
with four men holding him ffid 
beaten with this strap by on™of 
the free guards, a state employe, 
until the guard couldn't raise'the 
lash. 
Then the guard's son did 


the same and, after he had wilted, 
the guard resumed the flogging 
until he was "worn out." 


Leo B. Blessing, judge .of |the 


juvenile court of New Orleans, 
chairman of the committee to" in- 
vestigate camp E, asked Why .the 
prisoner was flogged. The 
answered that the convict 
trusty employed as a servan£ in 
his 
home and 
had 
"brushed 


against" his daughter. 
Judge 


Blessing thought this might have 
been unintentional. The guard 
said it 
had happened before. 


Judge Blessing asked why the 
trusty had not been removed after 
the first incident. The guard's 
answer was "Well, he shouldn't 
have done it."

MATURE PARENT « 


CHILD'S DEFIANCE MORE 
THAN JUST "NAUGHTINESS" 


, By MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Anyone who goes shopping on a Saturday afternoon is apt to 
meet two people like Joe and his mother. 


Joe is about five years old. His mother ia worn and tired-look- 


ing. She wants to buy some electric bulbs and get home. As she and 
Joe pass the candy counter, he demands a chocolate bar. 
She says, 
"No, we'll get it on the way out." 
% 


Joe pulls free of her hand,-reaches up for his chocolate bar—and 


brings a display of unboxed candies cascading down. When the clerk 
protests to the manager, Joe's mother becomes indignant. She snatches 
the candy out o£ his hand, throws.it on the counter, and says, "He's only 
a child. Keep your old candy," and goes off to buy her bulbs elsewhere. 


Self-will is not just "naughtiness." It is not peculiar to children. 


It is not evidence of youthful independence. It is not a sign of a spirit- 
ed and powerful personality in our child. It is selfishness that needs 
loving control and redirection. 


We are much to prone to excuse self-will in children because 


they are young; But it's self-will just the same, whether it's a five- 
year-old's insistence on the candy he's been denied or the ambition 
of the political grafter who buys his way into power. Our small son'* 
defiance of rules is made of the same stuff as the gangster's defiance 
of law. The difference between the disobedience of Joe and the law- 
breaker's is a difference, not of quality but of degree. 


At the first sign of it, we should deal with it promptly and firmly, 


wherever we happen to be. No matter how inconvenient it may be 
to take our disobedient youngster home to his room, we should get 
out of the bus, postpone the marketing, cut short our visit. By accept- 
ing temporary inconvenience, we save ourselves and our youngster 
far more serious future inconvenience., 
DO WE SECRETLY ADMIRE DEFIANCE? 


A lot of us are like Joe's mother. We defend self-will in our young 


ones.- Far too many of us take a kind of perverse pride in the 
child who grabs what he wants, regardless of "No's," regardless of 
rules and laws. Oh, yes, we do. We secretly admire his defiance <V 
orders. We envy what we think is his "independerfce." In our hearts 
we wish we had the nerve to take what we want without having to 
earn it as he does. 


That, of course, is why "we don't deal firmly and promptly with 


him. 


Its' pretty silly to wring our hands over disobedience as though 


we couldn't do anything about it. 
We can do plenty about it the 


moment we decide we dont' like it The very instant that we make up 
our minds that self-will is neither admirable, spirited nor independent, 
we will move against it with authority. 


The psychologists tell us that we have in our lives what we want 


in them. They tell us that if we have a self-willed child, it is because 
we want him self-willed.

Personally, I think they have something in what they say.

Can Snap Beans 


URBANA — A reminder from 


University of Illinois foods spec- 
ialists: Use the steam pressure 
canner to preserve those snajf 
beans. 


The high temperature made pos- 


sible by steam pressure is neces- 
sary to kill the bacteria that cause 
botulism— one of the most dreaded 
forms of food poisoning. 


Process pint jars of snap beans 


for 20 minutes at 240° F. This is 
the temperature you get when 
steam is under 10 pounds' pres- 
sure. Quart jars need 25 minutes. 


"Cold" Jelly Method 


You can use the so-called cold 


method for making jelly if you 
choose fruit that has a high 
amount of acid and pectin. Good 
color and flavor are also import- 
ant. The cold method may save 
time, and it also helps to keep 
more of the fresh fruit flavor. 


Here's how to make jelly by 


using the cold method: Just warm 
the fruit juice, add the sugar and 
stir until all of the sugar is dis- 
solved. Pour the mixture into 
sterilized glass jars, and cover 
with paraffin. 


Use one and one-half cups of 


sugar to one cup of juice. This 
proportion is correct when you 
have the recommended fruit Juice 
that is high in pectin, color, acid 
and flavor. 


Blackberry and grape juices are 


commonly used for. this jelly-m 
ing method. The combination 
raspberry and apple juices is also 
good. The raspberry juice adds 
flavor as well as color. 


Tomato Soup 


It's 
easy to make cream of 


tomato soup that has little ten- 
dency to curdle. 


There are three methods of com- 


bining the milk and tomatoes. You 
may use the method that's easiest^ 
for you and the one that gives a 
product most -pleasing in consist- 
ency and flavor. 


The suggested methods of mix- 


irg arc: Add cold tomato juice to 
cold milk: and hot tomato juice 
to cold milk; or, for a thicker 
soup, thicken the hot tomato juice 
with flour and then add it to 
hot milk. 


The proportions, of. more milk 


than tomato juice. The latter com-* 
bination will give a creamier soup 
that is less likely to curdle. Never 
use more tomato juice than milk. 
because the greater acidity might 
cause curdling. 


Other steps that help to give a 


smooth, creamy soup are to heat 
the soup rapidly, but don't boil it, 
Add salt just before serving, and 
serve immediately.

sized pears, an orange, and a half- 
pound of grapes will serve five 
persons. Add a little coconut to 
the fruit, if It is to be served for 
dessert

The Truman administration used

His was an unusual address,

"Meanwhile, let us keep our 


heads, and be vigilant and ready 
for whatever may come." 


Harking back to 1776, Truman 


declared that through the United 
Nations stand in Korea "the ideas 
of the American revolution are stili 
on the march." 


"We are not fighting there to 


conquer China or to destroy the 
Soviet empire," the president said 
"We are fighting for a simple aim 
—as important to us today as the 
goal of independence was in 1776 
—the aim of securing the right of 
nations to be fre and to live in 
peace."

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Initial 


reaction to President Truman's 
atcst plea for a tighter rein on 
trie nation's economy pointed up 
anew today the bitter division 
among lawmakers over price, 
wage and other controls. 


Mr. Truman said in a July 


Fourth address last night that 
even if the fighting in Korea stops, 
the buildup of the nation's mili- 
tary might must go on. And he 
added that a tight rein must be 
kept on the economy to prevent 
runaway inflation. 


These statements echoed similar 


ones the president made earlier 
yesterday in a letter transmitting 
to congrss a quarterly report of 
D e f e n s e Mobilization Director 
Charles E. Wilson. 


Senators generally agreed that 


defense preparations should go 
forward. But some said they be- 
lieved an end to the Korean war 
would permit a slowing down of 
military spending and would ease 
the upward pressure on prices. 
Others sharply disputed this, say- 
ing any let-up would play into 
Russia's hands. 
, In the house, where debate 
starts today on a long-range 
price-wage-rcnt control bill, ad- 
ministration leaders were fear- 
ful that peace prospects in Korea 
might create a surge ,of senti- 
ment to junk controls entirely. 


Some said privately that they 


have abandoned hope of kepping 
out of the legislation a ban 
against price rollbacks like that 
voted by the senate last week. 


That the no-rollback forces are 


in. the ,saddle was .demonstrated 
last week when the house passed 
the stop-gap bill keeping controls 
alive during July. A ban against 
rollbacks went into the temporary 
measure by a substantial vote.

What could be simpler? But in 


case you're confused, here's what 
happens: 


Wuerth "says it's like jumping

The Earth is the train speeding 
in its orbit. The back,happens to 
be the spot of departure On the 
equator.at six p.m. Our departure 
speed is enough to get us away 
from Earth's pull of gravity, but 
we still have enough backward 
speed to keep us going in the gen- 
eral direction of the Earth in 
space, but in a decreasing arc.

As soon as we get out of the pull 


of the Earth, we get in the pull of 
the sun. Actually we're moving 
backward through space at 84,600 
miles an hour.

The centrifugal forc« re- 
sulting from the Earth's motion 
balances the Sun's attraction, and 
keeps the Earth from moving 
cloaer to the Sun. To move in to- 
ward the orbit of Venus, we must 
reduce the centrifugal force, by 
making the rocket ship move slow- 
er than the Earth. The rocket ship 
must take off backward along the 
Earth's orbit to go slower than, the 
Earth and drift in toward Venus."

Wuerth continue* our voyage: 
'.'What are. our chances of col- 


liding with a meteorite on the way 
to Venus? The chances of danger 
from this source are less than your 
chances of having an automobile 
accident if you spent the 146 days 
driving around the country. 


"It can easily be shown that 


the only critical item in getting 
on the proper orbit to Venus is 
the speed at the instant of power 
cut-off.-An accelerometer, an'in- 
strument for measuring the rate 
of change of velocity, seems to'be 
the best for this job. And with a 
,1 per cent error accelerometer, 
now commercially. available, it 
would cause the space ship to miss 
Venus by almost a million miles. 
An improvement of the acceler- 
ometer to .0015 per .cent error 
would assure meeting Venus at the 
end of 146 days. 


Then you put the key questions 


to Wuerth. You will meet Venus 
traveling at about 5.400 miles an 
hour.. How can you land safely? 
And,, of course, how do you get 
back? 


"That," he says, "is the job for

The report, by Dr. N. A. Wil- 


helm, director of the hospital, did 
not identify the surgeon. 


Few people have been revived 


when the heart has been stopped 
as long as Mrs. Keith's, the hos- 
pital said. 
.."Not only had her heart stop- 


ped." 
Dr. Wilhelm's report said, 


•;but it had gone into what is 
palled 'ventricular fibrillation,' a 
final dying form of quivering com- 
monly considered fatal. The period 
. o£ arrest was eight minutes and 
, the fibrillation four minutes." 
..Yet the 37-year-old California 


woman, mother of two children, 
was strong enough to leave the 
hospital 12 days after the oper- 
ation and make the long trip 
across the continent. 


Mrs. Keith, suffering fom rheu- 


matic heart disease, had surgery 
May 26 to correct a severe ob- 
struction of the mitral valve. This 
guards the opening between the 
left auricle and left ventricle and 
prevents return of the blood to the 
auricle. The heart pumps its blood 
to the extremities from the left 
auricle. 


"One 
of the most remarkable 


features of this prolonged experi- 
ence of cardiac arrest," the hos- 
pitals' account said, "was that Mrs 
Keith was able to talk, answer 
questions and move her arms and 
legs within half an hour of the 
time her heart action was re 
stored." . 


Power Firms Have a Tough 
Time Figuring U: S. Demands

NEW YORK, (AP)—The elec- 


tric power companies are having a 
tough time keeping up with your 
demands. Now it's defense pro- 
ductlon that could give, them a 
workout in meeting peak "demands 
next winter. 
' Ever so often they guess how 
much electricity you'll want to 
light your house and store and 
run your factory. Then they order 
some new generators and other 
equipment—they've put $8 billion 
into expansion since World War 
II and plan to spend another $7 


' billion in the next three years. 


But each time they find you're 
wanting more than they guessed. 


Should Be Higher 


' They revised the estimate when 
the Korean war broke out, in- 
creasing it by 40 per cent. Now 
the government tells them the 
guess should have been higher. 


•December is usually the time of 


the peak load—short days, long 
store hours and high factory pro- 
duction. The defense power ad- 
ministration predicts the load this 
December will be 69 million kilo- 
watts (it was 61.5 million last 
December); that by December, 
1952, 
the load will be 79 million, 


and by December, 1953. it will 


be 82 .million. A year ago they 
estimated the 1953 load would 
be only 70 million. 


Want Leeway 


Electric utility men like to have 


a 15 per cent margin between the 
total capacity of their installations 
and the peak load when it comes. 
That gives leeway for surprises, 
for breakdowns, for differences in 
the distribution of the demand- 
some places want more electric 
power on one day, and some on 
another. 


At the end of 1950 total genera- 


ting capacity was 68.5 million kil- 
owatts. The Northern Trust Com- 
pany, of Chicago, in its "Busi- 
ness Comment for July", out to- 
day, notes that there was a mar- 
gin of reserve of only 10 per 
cent And this was in spite of 
the fact that generating capacity 
had increased 72 per cent since 
1940.

dark days of the Pusan perimeter. 
. . . The "Home by Christmas" 
enthusiasm of the November drive 
to the Yalu . . . the chilly, crush- 
ing retreat in .the face of the 
charging Chinese, and the steady 
drive back north of the 38th 
parallel. 


Today, there are hints that a 


cease fire soon may be negotia- 
ted. But the veteran battlers of 
the Arrowhead division are not 
excited. 


"This war has been 'almost 


over' too many times," explained 
one. "We will believe it when we 
see it." 


In a year of battle the 24th 


division has developed into a 
tough, talented crew that has 
gained the healthy respect Of the 
Reds.

With thorn two btite firmly in 


mind, here's how the leading 
steamship lines, airlines and travel 
agencies feel- about summer pros- 
pects: 


Cunard White-Star Lines: They 


anticipate a year that will be just 
as big as last year, which was 
terrific, due mostly to Holy Year. 
People seem to be looking a bit 
later than usual, though. All tour- 
ist and .cabin classes already book- 
ed "as usual,'" and .the "bit of first 
class: space now available" will, 
they say, be gone soon. 


Holland-American Lines: They're 


"not suffering" because of war 
jitters. In fact, all tourist and 
cabin class accommodations are 
booked 
through October. First 


class, though, is a little slower 
than last year. Even in pre-war 
years, they were never booked 
this heavily' this early—but they 
don't have as many ships now as 
they 'had then. 


French Lines: Business com-

DAVIS, CALIF., (AP)— Science 


has designed a machine that sorts 
which fruit goes to market earliest. 
Designed at the college of agricul- 
ture of the University of Califor- 
nia, 
the machine sorts 15,000 


lemons an hour and may someday 
replace slower-working humans 
who now do the job by hand. 


Since lemons ripen unevenly— 


one tree may have ripe, silver, 
light green .and dark green fruit— 
they must be sorted so riper ones 
can be sent to market first. 


The machine has a metering de- 


vice that feeds lemons single file 
past a bank of light-sensitive cells. 
The cells measure the amount Of 
light reflected from the skin. Dif- 
ferent colors operate various gates 
which rout the fruit into bins.

Dear Director Hoehler: 


This is a letter from the Em- 


ployees Council of the Dixon State 
hospital. This council consists of 
a group of ten persons who repre- 
sent all of the various classifica- 
tions of employees in the institu- 
tion. We each serve as a member 
of the council for a period of one 
year. Our purposes and aims are 
essentially for improving condi- 
tions as pertaining to employees 
which indirectly, of course, con- 
cerns the welfare and care of the 
patients. We have been in opera: 
tion for one year, and as we look 
back- upon our accomplishments, 
although in some cases a few may 
appear to be trivial accomplish- 
ments, we feel quite proud to have 
had a participation in aiding the 
management to make a better in- 
stitution in Dixon. Although we 
number ten, our success would 
lave been impossible had it,' not 
been for the excellent cooperation 
we have received from the super- 
intendent down to the newest em- 
ployee. We feel that our council 
.s an example of another step to- 
wards a democratically operated 
institution. With this brief outline 
of our council, we as a representa- 
tive group of the hospital would 
ike to express to you our view- 
points of the recent publicity the 
hospital has received. 


It is not our purpose to condone 


any mistreatment of patients, but 
it is also not our purpose to con- 
done extremely exaggerated ac- 
counts 'such as those that were 
included in this series of articles. 
We have found it almost unbe- 
lievable that a

Kindness" could be so completely 
lopsided in its accounts of the bad. 
We would like to emphasize that 
the article is completely mislead- 
ing and to the general public is 
perhaps conveying an" extremely 
sordid and exaggerated picture of 
true conditions at the hospital at 
the present time. 


For an example, although we do 


not maintain by any means that 
our playground facilities are en- 
tirely adequate, we do feel that 
it is unfair to print one picture 
w h i c h includes approximately 
twelve swings and bring this in 
the light that it is the only play- 
ground at the hospital. Indeed, at 
the present time, we have six play- 
ground units and these are, weath- 
er permitting, in constant use. 
Further, our gradually expanding 
facilities are including such things 
as at least twelve bus loads of 35 
to 40 patients each year to Wrig- 
ley park. These special arrange- 
ments have been very generously 
provided by the management of 
Wrigley park. In addition, twelve 
trips are made to the Brookfield 
Zoo. These trips have been ex- 
tremely successful and attempts 
are being made to expand them 
with the coming years. A "Chin- 
Up Club" has been formed through 
the aid of Station WLS, and pres- 
ently carries a 
membership of 


forty patientes. 
These 
patients 


have recreation classes every day, 
.and are always assisting in the 
'care of other patients. They give 
a play each month and at least 
once a week have a party. Mem- 
bership in this club is limited to 
those who are either crippled or 
are sightless. In addition to the 
weekly dances, there are frequent 
band concerts, and movies are 
shown in the infirm cottages each 
week. 
There is also one movie 


shown three times in the amuse- 
ment hall. Last year there were a 
total of two thousand four hundred 
thirty patients who were Jtaken to 
the White Pines State park for a 
picnic. Four cottages have their 
own television sets, and every cot 
tage is supplied with a radio, bu 
because of insuff icient' help sev 


eral of them at the present time 
are in need of. repair. The hospital 
also has a concrete platform which 
3 used all during the summer 
months as a skating rink. And, for 
hose patients who care to do so, 
hree choirs perform 'weekly that 
s a Protestant, Catholic, and a 
Jewish choir. Every month a pro- 
duction which most frequently is 
a musical is given entirely by the 
patients, but even this is not the 
complete picture for there are 
many outings, amateur hours, etc., 
.hat are constantly being planned. 


This reporter's account is par- 


ticularly shocking when he de- 
scribes the treatment in a ward 
containing low grade untidy pa- 
ients by one particular employee, 
and pictures this to the public as 
a "typical ward situation". It is 
our earnest desire that such a per- 
>on as the one he describes can 
orever be eliminated from 
the 


lospital, but it is our opinion that 
ic has made this situation a typi- 
:al situation in the mind of the 
public. Mr. Dahl made a feeble 
effort in one of his articles to con- 
fey the idea that? an effort is 
made, to do something for our pa- 
tients. Even this "effort" is shaded 
)y references that distracts from 
he true situation. 


As another example of-,misrep- 


resentation, Mr. Dahl has made 
references to our two 
security 


vards. We do not feel that we are 
n a position to justify their use 
>r for .that matter even their con- 
duction, but we do not consider 
hem in any sense to be "dungeon 
ike". It is our opinion that the 
A-ord dungeon conveys the picture 
of a dark, 
damp, underground 


omb to the average person. Such 
a picture is again misleading. We 
«now that through the past few 
years there has been a successful 
effort made by the hospital to 
liminate the use of these two 
buildings, and as times goes by, we 
eel the effort will be successful 
and these buildings can eventually 
be used in our expanding patient 
activity program. 


Still another example of mis- 


.eading statements is in one of 
the final articles which concerns 
the health of the patients. Attend- 
ants do in some cases inspect pa- 
tients, but this is done in order 
:hat. it may be ascertained if a 
jatient has injured himself in any 
A-ay. If our medical' staff were 
sufficient, it, of course, would be 
desirable to have full-time doctors 
perform this service, but since this 
is not possible, it is accomplished 
by,the attendants. 


One who is critical of this pro- 


ce'dure at the Dixon State hospital, 
could also be critical of the same 
practice in the armed forces, since 
quite frequently it Is necessary for 
enlisted personnel to give various 
types of ".physical" examination. 


It would be possible to continue 


this sort of a rebuttal indefinitely, 
and in it we do not wish to convey 
that we are unwilling to admit our 
weak points and to give our sup- 
port to make our institution a bet- 
ter one. But, we do feel, as a rep- 
resentative group of the employees, 
that an article, such as this, which 
is sprinkled with, "I am told, I 
have heard, and it is stated", 'is 
not bringing to the public the pic- 
ture that it should have. 
Many 


things Mr. Dahl states are true, 
but many more important things 
have been left unsaid. For one to 
say that poor sportsmanship ex- 
hibited on the part of one person 
is indicative of the entire team, 
of course is erroneous, but it is a 
clever device that often times can 
throw well thinking people against 
our very purpose. 


We want to take this means ol 


letting you know that the hospital 
has progressed and progressed well 
under the management 
of 
Dr. 


Charles K. Bush. We also consid- 
ered it our obligation to let you 
know that by far the majority, If 
not nearly the entire employee 
group, is doing its utmost in giv- 


ing each and every patient as 
much care and treatment as is 
humanly possible. Although Mr. 
Center Dahl has come and gone,, 
a tremendous and sometimes in- 
surmountable job of caring for 
some .five thousand patients re- 
mains. A job, not a front page 
story, goes on. Mr. Dahl has given 
ten days of his employable life . 
the care of the patients, but 
employees have given this many 
years and in many cases much 
more.

ter. 


Rather than risk Viennese wrath 


by banning the "Blue Danube," the 
Nazis removed the register. They 
substituted a photostatic copy that 
indicated Strauss' ancestor was an 
"aryan." 


The original, shipped off to Ber- 


lin, now has been returned to 
Vienna. The photostatic copy liq£ 
beside it as a permanent incrimi- 
nation of the Nazi regime.
